3. To see what action the town will take in accepting State Aid 
Construction and Maintenance, also to raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appro- | 
priate for trunk line maintenance. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $400 for white pine blister rust in the town. 


6. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to administer 


or dispose of any real estate acquired by the town through Tax 
Collector’s deeds. 


7. To see if the town will vote to elect an overseer of the poor 
and raise and appropriate money for payment of said officer. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote for the 
observance of Memorial Day. 


9. To see if the town will vote to elect two or more Road 
Agents. 


10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the use of the 
Pillsbury Free Library Building by the Warner Historical Society 
under the supervision of the Library Trustees. 


11. To see if the town will vote to oil the road in front of the 
Davisville store and to appropriate money for the same. 


12. To hear reports. of officers of the town heretofore chosen 
and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of $100 
for moth control. 


14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and 
Town. Treasurer to borrow money. on the notes of the Town in 
anticipation of taxes. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of $2,000 for 
the construction of! State Aid road: between Warner and Henniker, 
subject, however, to the appropriation of $6,000 by the State Legis- 
lature for the same purpose. 


16. To transact any, other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.

The annual medical inspection was made by Dr. L. H. Cogs- 
well with the assistance of Miss Ruth Whitcomb, school nurse, 
and reported as follows: 

Number pupils examined, 238; teachers, 10; number pupils 
underweight, 59; cases of defective vision, 15; hearing, 5. teeth, 96; 
tonsils, 40; adenoids, 7; pediculosis, 4; unvaccinated, 23; excused 
by board of health, 3; unsuccessfully vaccinated three times, 1. A 
dental clinic was held in the winter with Dr. W. C. Chandler as 
dentist assisted by the school nurse. During the past two years 
the per cent of pupils with defective teeth has dropped from 58.71 
in 1930-31, to 32.12 in October, 1932. This excellent record is 
largely due to the efforts of Miss Whitcomb, who has also secured 
treatment for many pupils with defective eyes, tonsils, or adenoids. 

There were 19 graduates from the eighth grade of the aioe 
High school in June. 

The half of the old shop left standing at the rear of the high 
school building still remains open to the weather. This might be 
repaired as recommended in last year’s report at small expense. 

In the elementary schools few minor repairs will be necessary 
for the year 1933-34. 

In conclusion we wish to thank all citizens and parents who 
have co-operated so loyally with us in our efforts to advance the 
educational interests of the district, and to express our apprecia- 
tion of the support of the elementary and high school boards in 
securing the best results for the schools.
